dipt. Anton Jirka, battal- 
ion surgeon, with the 101st 
Airborne in Viet Nam, re- 
turned last week to his liotuc 
at Channel Lake after eleven 
months in the tyar area. 

Capt. Jirka slopped in at 
the Antioch Post Office last 
Wednesday to thank Post- 
master Joe Wolf and the 
boys at the Post Office for 
the packages he received via 
Project Viet Nani. "f think 
Project Vict Nam is just 
great," lie said. "The pack- 
ages mean a great deal more 
to the boys, coming from the 
people from their home 
town. II really makes them 
feel good, I haven't heard 
of any otltcr place doing this 
— if really makes the boys 
feel proud of Antioch, 

■•'The soup really goes over 
big," the Captain said. "You 
can't get that over there. And 
you know, food hits the spot 
when you have to stay awake 
all night." 

The Doctor knows what it 
means to stay awake all 
night, LasL June he worked 
for 72 hours straight caring 
for casualties during the bat- 
tle near Traing Luoug. 

Speed is of the essence in 
saving the lives of soldiers 
wounded- in 'battle, and the 
organized efficiency in hand- 
ling battle casualties in Vict 
Nam is praised by all who 
have seen this system in ac- 
tion, Capt. Jirka, as battalion 
surgeon, worked from a post 
close to the fighting. Heli- 
copters brought the wounded 
men to him, and he treated 
them before sending them 
on to a base hospital. The 
Doctor is proud of his record 
In this line— one, when 
timed, a wounded man, was 
brought to him by helicopter, 
treated and ready to leave 
by helicopter for a base hos- 
pital within eleven minutes. 

The battalion surgeon us- 
ually slays at the command 
post When the men are in 
battle. For one thing, the 
doctor is too important to the 
men's welfare to gamble with 
'his life. Vict Cong, says 
Capt. Jirka, welcome a 
chance to dispose of a doctor. 

Thirty-two' men make up 
his Medical platoon, with all 
except the battalion surgeon 
medical corpsmen. Ten of 
the men usually remain* at 
the Aid Slatipu with the doc- 
tor, while the rest go with 
the soldiers to render on-the- 
spot First Aid. The helicop- 
ters bring hi seven wounded 
men at one time. 

Although Capt. Jirka is not 
a surgeon, he had tij perform 
'surgery twice on the field. 
At one time, he was the only 
doctor supporting a brigade. 

The American soldier in 
Vict Nam is the best, says 
Dr. Jirka, and their morale 
is great. "Drafted or not, 
they're all professional sol- 
diers," the Captain* says. 
"They're well disciplined, 
and there's no doubt in their 
minds why they're there. 
| They're not interested, in 
fjj draft card burnings or peace 
i rallies— they're too busy."

Report Results Of 
Park District Study 



A park-district for Antioch 
should not be confined to the' 
village and should be sup- 
ported with tax money. These 
are the conclusions reached 
by a committee who Studied 
the question for several 
months. 

William Scemami and Dick 
Daniel headed the group in- 
vestigating the possibilities 
of a park district for Antioch.- 
Thc Antioch Lions Club insti- 
gated, the research. William 
Sccmaim reported the results 
of their study to the Club 
at a recent meeting. 

"Last year," Sccmunn said, 
"Dick Daniel and myself ad- 
tended .several "meetings with 
local organizations in regard 
to a Park District for Anttqcli. 
At these meetings there was 
an honest and sincere at- 
tempt lo seek a park dis- 
trict." ""' 

"Not knowing the mechan- 
ics of making a park dis- 
trict function, we attended 
several meetings with com- 
munities that had a park dis- 
trict," Secmaim said. "We 
'met and talked .wit li state of- 
ficials of park'dislricts in the 
Hale of Illinois in regard to 
our problems in Antiueh. 

"They all agreed that Anil- 
och itself could feasibly have 
a park district hut it would 
not have enough taxation to 
make it a thriving park dis- 



trict. They thought niorc 
along the lines of a township 
park district, and we agree." 
"I personally feel that our 
area badly needs a park dis- 
trict," Scemami said. "I feel 
that I am not qualified to 
tell the people of our area 
that (hey need a park district 
and 1 don't think this is a 
project for a club or organiza- 
tion, such as the Lions Club- 
Thc leadership should conic 
from our local and township 
officers, because limy have 
the foresight and insight of 
the future needs of the peo- 
ple they represent. I am in 
complete accord with .these 
people thai because of our 
times it will be hard to get 
approval of additional taxes

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How Much Protection? 

Just hpyv much disaster protection do An- 
tioch residents want? A more peilinent question 
might be; how much' are they willing to pay for? 
Necessary equipment' for -'good protection iii 
disasters is comparatively cheap. Antioch's warn- 
ing siren, to he used in the event a tomadoror air 
raid warning is necessary, cost about $1,200. The 
Federal government foots half the bill. So this 
particular bit of protection probably cost each 
Antioch family less than Jj»l.-' 

Next items on the list of necessary equipment 
are a couple of two-way radios and more stocked 
shelters. Ed Frazier, CiviJ Defense Director, put 
in a request for the radio equipment at a recent 
board meeting. It Was tabled until more money 
came into the village coffers. 

A study following the recent' tornadoes in 
Lake County showed that the greatest failure was 
in communications. Perhaps one reason is that we 
are so used to being able to depend on the tele- 
phone for quick and efficient marshalling of 
forces that we forget this service is not apt to be 
available in an area where a tornado has struck. 
A very small expenditure of money, plus 
careful planning. and, clear understanding of the 
chain of command and the function of each gov- 
ernment department, can save a lot of lives in event 
of disaster. No one really expects a tornado, or 
any other disaster, to strike his home, his school, 
his'town. So, if it does, precious time is' lost while 
people helplessly wait for someone to take charge. 
Shelters stocked with food, water and medi- 
cines — are they an unnecessary precaution? 
Many feel that with the advent of the atom bomb 
even such shelters are useless. But take a look at 
the record — even today, in areas of fighting, 
such shelters can save lives every day. Again, the 
cost is so small, comparatively, that it ia ridiculous 
not to take these precautionary measures. 

Antioch has a hard-working, well-informed 
Civil Defense Director'. His expenditures have 
been kept to a minimum. The Mayor and the vil- 
lage board are constantly faced with the prob- 
lem of deciding how best to stretch the people's 
money. If you want them to invest some of it in 
planning and precautionary measures for Civil 
Defense, let them know.

There have been loud and 
anguished outcries in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly con- 
cerning "open occupancy" 
bills that have been present- 
ed with the avowed purpose 
of making it mandatory that 
the question of race be ig- 
nored in the rental or sale 
' of real estate. 

There, have been impas- 
sioned pleas from many leg- 
islators that laws of this type 
are "un-American" or uncon- 
stitutional, or impossible to 
enforce. 

Somehow it seems ex* 
tremely un-American that 
legislation of this type seems 
of be necessary; that in a 
land whose prone' boast is 
that "all men are created 
equal" it becomes necessary 
to spell out that "equality" 
should be applied in the mar- 
ket place as well as pro- 
claimed from the political 
rostrum. 

It is foolhardy for defend- 
ers of the property rights of 
landowners to say there Is 
no discrimination in the mar- 
ket place.

the cases of alcoholics, the 
police and courts could give 
more attention to the investi-. 
gation and prosecution of 
strictly criminal activities. 

The problem is cast in an 
even -more serious light, 
when one realizes that almost 
5% of the total United States 
population over 21 suffers 
from alcoholism. In addition, 
it is found to he Hie fourth 
most serious health hazard, 
ranking only behind heart, 
disease, mental illness, and* 
cancer. The anomaly is that 
pur nation spends $3110 on 
each tuberculosis patient ino 
longer our No. 1 killer) and 
only Ifi cents on each alco- 
holic. 

In addition to. its health 
aspects, alcoholism contrib- 
utes to many other social 
problems such as broken 
homes, absenteeism, auto 
accidents, street disorders 
and various criminal \ acts 
committed to procure funds 
to purchase alcoholic drinks. 
In recognition of the mag- 
nitude and urgency of the 
problem, legislation was in- 
troduced recently in I he Con- 
gress. Sponsored by this 
and other Members of Con- 
gress, the measure is intend- 
ed to carry out the new pub- 
lic responsibility of treating 
chronic alcoholics as sick — 
not criminal — persons. 

The legislation would aslo 
(a) establish a Bureau of 
Alcoholism, Care and Control, 
.(b) provide funds for detoxi- 
fication centers, '(e) study the 
personnel practices and 
needs in the field of alcohol- 
ism, and (d) establish a Na- 
tional Advisory Committee lo 
help develop' Improved meth- 
ods for treating alcoholics. 

The Federal program is 
not intended to ignore" the 
numerous state and local 
steps • which governmental 
and private agencies have al- 
ready initiated. Indeed, most 
states, including Illinois, 
have established • programs 
aimed at meeting the grow- 
ing problem' ;of. alcoholism. 
In addition, many local 
groups such as Che Lake 
County Council on Alcohol- 
ism are helping to meet the 
problem where it must, inti- 
mately be solved— in The 
communities . and in the 
neighborhoods. The Federal 
legislation will . supplement 
— and assist these other im- 
portant programs. 

The Federal expenditure is 
expected to total $20-million. 
This would be only a small 
fraction (4%) of the estimat- 
ed $4 billion which alcohol- 
ism costs this nation today in 
lost time, lost lives, police, 
court, and correctional insti- 
tutions' operating expenses. 
Alcoholism is another of 
the great national problems 
for which the Congress seeks 
a sound solution.

Early Log Jam 

Due to an Interim Commis- 
sion report, 'the House' of 
Representatives is operating 
on New. Rules in this Ses- 
sion. The new rules are aim- 
ed making the Session more 
orderly and more business- 
like. As. happens with many 
reforms, they ore .meant well, 
.but sometimes' do not get' 
the job done as well as the 
old tried and ' trrte system 
did. Under the new . rules, 
the last day for introduction 
of Bills was May 1st. Every- 
thing went smoothly enough 
up" until then; on that day 
however, some B00 bills we're 
dropped in the "hopper." 

The .(leadline; for House 
Committee Hearings on 
these Billswas set for May 
10th. Sonic Bills take 3 or 
4 hours to be heard in Com- 
mittee. In the last week of 
the allowed lime to hear 
House Bills, they still had 
some Committees that had 70 
and 110 bills to be heard, 
which meant that the Com- 
mittee Members had to work 
around the clock. A lot of 
Bills that deserved more 
time for a hearing in order 
to hear both the opponents 
and proponents were cut 
short and in cost cases passed 
the Committee and went to 
the floor, when perhaps they 
should have been killed in 
Committee. 

•This flood of bills against 
lime is what is referred to 
in the General Assembly as 
a "Log Jam"; consequently 
the reform of the House 
Rules that was aimed at pre- 
venting a "log jam" actually 
created a new one, plus add- 
ing this enormous number 
of Bills to the House Calcn-- 
dar and probably continuing 
this former "log jam" that 
used to' occur/in the closing 
days and probably will occur 
again in this Session in .mile 
of the reform aimed at cor- 
recting \i. The evil of a 
"log" japi" is that due to not 
having a proper time to de- 
bate and deliberate on each 
issue. It is easy to allow bad 
legislation to slip through.. 
Abolish Capital 
Punishment Fails 

The House again defeated 
a proposal to declare a mora' 
totium for six years abolish- 
ing Capital Punishment in 
the Slate. The-debate -was 
long, sometimes angry % omo- 
tional and prayerful. 

The Holy Bible was quoted 
by proponents' of the pleas- 
ure and opponents. For in- 
stance the passage "an eye 
for an eye," etc. 

During the debate, the in- 
tellectuals* and; reformers 
that have wakened our laws 
of enforcement and convic- 
tion came under severe at- 
tack. A strong point in the 
argument of the proponents 
of, abolishing capital punish- 
men was that "the severity 
of the punishment was not as 
much of a deterrent as is the 
certainty and swiftness, of 
punishment. 

In any instance, the bill to 
abolish was decisively defeat- 
ed for another two years. 
Too Opinionated?' 

The writer of this column, 
Stale Representative W. J. 
Murphy (R. Antioch) came 
under some criticism from a 
reader last week for editor- 
ializing too much and/or 
being too opinionated in his 
column. 

I wish- to make it crystal 
clear to my critic that my 
column is written as an elect- 
ed representative of the peo- 
ple and not as a newspaper 
reporter.

Governor Kerner had a 
choice of three methods of 
securing more revenue: an 
income tax, an increase in 
the sales tax, or the service 
occupation tax. He chose the 
last one and offered a share 
of the revenue to the cities. - 

Although the affected oc- 
cupations will complain, I 
doubt whether they will have 
the power to prevent the en- 
actment of the taxes. -It 
should not be forgotten that 
It was the Republicans who 
suggested these new taxes— 
and they have the' votes to 
pass them. 

Unless they handle the situ- 
awtion very carefully, the 
Democrats could split on this 
tax issue.

Post Office Alert For 
ail Fraud Swindlers 




TO BROWN OR 
NOT TO BROWN 

-Should you brown boneless 
cubes of beef or Iamb when 
preparing stew? What about 
meaty bones for stew? 

In either case, to brown or 
not to brown depends upon 
preference. Browning in 
lard or drippings or dredging 
in seasoned flour and then 
browning gives an attractive 
brown color to stew or slock. 
It does add flavor. If you 
prefer a light colored stew 
and need a light colored 
stock, then simply cover the 
meat with water and simmer. 
,[ Some' meats which are 
cooked in liquid are not 
browned. T he-se include 
tongue,' corned beef brisket 
(fresh brisket is often brown- 
ed first, however), cured 
and smoked hams, kidneys, 
and heart. . 



Prosperity of the country 
has whetted the appetite of 
the mail fraud swindler, Post- 
master Genera! Lawrence F. 
O'Brien said today. 

The Postmaster General, 
named last week by Presi- 
dent Johnson to the Presi- 
dent's Committee on ' Con- 
sumer Interests, said the Post 
Office Department plays a 
significant and continuing 
role^ of protecting the Ameri- 
can consumer against a vari- 
ety of fraud schemes operat- 
ed through the mails. 

Complaints by the public 
of alleged mail, fraud activi- 
ties are currently running 
ahead of the 1066 fiscal year 
record of 130,457. Mr. O'- 
Brien noted. This year's to- 
tal is expected to double the 
number logged just- five 
years ago, he added. 

'^Today's -swindler knows 
that there is a bigger eco- 
nomic pie for him' to 'bite 
into/' Mr. O'Brien said. "As 
a result, the confidence man 
ts more active Hum ever in 
more fields than ever. 

"The swindler uses the 
sealed envelope as a cloak for 
his confidence games and 
each year costs the public 
hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars." 

Mr. O'B.rlen noted that 
some of the inost prevalent 
swindles today are aimed at 
persons with money lo In- 
vest. Fraudulent real estate 
developments and phony 
franchise distributorships are 
the major examples of this 
type of scheme. In the past 
five years, about 500 real 
estate promotions have been 
investigated, resulting in 50 
convictions. Public loss dur- 



ing that period in such 
schemes was estimated at 
more than $50 million, 

Franchise plans- that do 
not work out, unprofitable 
distributorships, vending ma- 
chines that cost more than 
they take in, and related pro- 
motions have prompted 400 
Investigations in the -last 
three years. More than 100 
of these investigations led to 
the courtroom! : 

' The young man with 
enough money to buy a shiny 
.car may he the apple of the 
swindler's eye. This young 
man often finds it difficult 
to get insurance to, cover hfs 
auto because of high acci- 
dent rates among youths, As 
a result, some short lived 
and fraudulent Insurance 
firms have sprung up, cater- 
ing to the high risk riiarket. 
One source says that 73 com- 
panies have -folded Jn this 
field in the last six* years, 
leaving 300,000 persons with; 
out Insurance and $600 mil- 
lion in unpaid claims. These 
insurance ■ swindlers, occa- 
sionally with - backing from 
organized criminal elements, 
have become experts at .milk- 
ing assets from once* legiti- 
mate companies. The Postal 
Inspection Service now has 
02 insurance firms and agen- 
cies under investigation. 

Mr. O'Brien said that other 
fraud schemes are aimed at 
the poor who are seeking 
shortcuts lo make their bud- 
get work. Chain referral 
plans and work - at • home 
schemes are examples of 
plans (hat prey on the poor. 

Glib salesmen operate the 
chain referral plans, prom- 
ising the unsuspecting house- 



wife- that she will recoup the 
cost of an overpriced ' vac- 
uum cleaner, food freezer or 
some other item by serving 
as an "ecptipment owning 
representative." She Is .to 
refer the names of friends 
or relatives so that the sales- 
man may' call on them. If 
they are sold, she is to re? 
celve referral commissions. 
The commissions rarely ma- 
terialize as promised. The 
Department has Investigated 
over 300 suspected chain re- 
ferral plans in the last five 
years, some operating ' na- 
tion-wide. " The invcsltga- 
tions have led to the' indict*, 
ment or ,94 individuals. The 
number' of investigations of. 
chain referral, schemes has 
increased each . year since 
H)62. * 

Work - at • home schemes 
seem to offer a chance for a 
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person to' pick up a little ex- 
tra money. . Advertisements 
usually promise easy money 
for projects such as sewing 
pillow cases or addressing/ 
envelopes. An Instruction or 
registration- fee Is sought. 
Those who respond > often 
find, there is no market for 
their work product. 

A co-ordinated campaign 
against fraud was recently; 
mapped out by Po9t Office 
and Justice Department ofnV 
cials, Mr. O'Brien said. The 
Attorney General was among 
the other officials named 
by the President to the Corrw 
mlttee.ou Consumer Inter-; 
ests. '

WHAT PARENTS ASK, 
ABOUT CHILD'S GROWTH 

Every week we are swamp- 
ed with inquiries from par- 
ents {regarding their child's 
growth. Here are some of 
the more common questions 
asked: 

Question — Is there any|«PP e « 
way of predicting how tall fa sl '- 
a child wltl be? 
■ Answer — Generally speak- 
ing, yes. Given a healthy 
child's present height and 
age, his "mature" helght'can 
usually be 'determined with- 
in a few inches by means, ol 
height - predict ion tables. 
These tables — based on 
growth records of thousands 
measured from birth to adult 
age — have given us some 
f a i r 1 y reliable • "rule, of 
thumb" predictions. For ex- 
ample', boys" usually double 
their two-year height by the. 
time they're eighteen. Ciirls 
usually double their, ten- 
month height by puberty. 

Q— Can a physician accur- 
ately determine if a child is 
normally short, or whether 
something has "gene 
wrong"? 

A — Yes If a child's growth 
is out of the usual range, 
x-rays will show if bone de- 
velopment is slow for his 
age. If it Is, further study 
may indicate his end ocrine 
glands. ^Tre not" .secreting 
enough growth hormones. 

Q — Is there any effective 
treatment to . promote a 
child's growth? 

A — That depends, if he's 
undernourished, vitamin B- 
12 may help speed • his 
growth. If tests indicate one 
of his endocrine glands (pitui- 
tary or thyroid) is not secret- 
in enougli growth hormones, 
treatment with pituitary or 
thyroid extracts may prove 
effecive. However, this treat- 
ment is still in the experi- 
mental stage. 

Q — Wilt infections stunt a 
child's growth? 

A — They may. But most 
infections only impede 
growth temporarily. Ane-

REMEDY IN LAW FOR 
PARTIES INJURED IF ' 
DEFECT IN AUTO 
CAUSES ACCIDENT ' 

Tiiere is a remedy in law 
for the person .who Is in- 
jured in an accident which 
was 'caused by a defect in 
the manufacture of his ^ auto- 
mobile. 

According to the. Illinois 
State Bar Association, any 
person riding in the" automo- 
bile may sue the manufac- 
turer of the automobile and 
may collect damages to the 
full limit of any personal in- 
jury or property loss. 

However, the injured party 
must show that d) the de- 
fect in the automobile caus- 
ed or contributed to the 
cause, of (lie accident, and 
12) the defect existed at the 
time the automobile left the 
factory. 

At one lime, it also was 
necessary to prove Jhat the 
defect was-duc-to-negligence. 
on the part of the manufac- 
turer, but this requirement 
was eliminated, by a recent 
Illinois Supreme Court deci- 
sion. Thus, it is no longer 
necessary to compile scien- 
tific evidence to show negli- 
gence, a fact that has made 
it easier to , press claims 
against manufacturers. 

The only limit lb the dam- 
ages which may be awarded 
is the "rule of. reason" which 
says that damages shall noi. 
exceed the actual loss, ' In 
the. case of a fatality, I lie 
next-of-kin may file suit, and 
may collect up to $30,000, 
the limit in Illinois law for 
damages in case of death 

At one time, it -was neces- 
sary to bring suit in the man- 
ufacturer's . home state, but 
this is no longer true. Now 
Illinois law allows . such ac- 
tions to be initiated in Illi- 
nois court if the defendant 
is doing business in Illinois.

LOOK BEFORE YOU LEAF 

Bcfo re coiil r;iding for 
home improvements, owner 
should "investigate, says the 
Illinois State Bar Association. 
The Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation today urged home- 
owners to be on guard 
against the self-slyted home 
impro vement contractors 
who "come with the- Spring 
and disappear with the dol- 
lar." 

As a matter of routine and 
protection against fraud, per- 
sons who are contemplating 
home repairs or remodeling 
should investigate thorough- 
oughly the reputation of the 
home improvement firm or 
individual contractor with 
whom they plan to do busi- 
ness, an ISBA spokesman 
stated, lie added: 

."Most home improvement 
contractors ■ are completely 
reliable businessmen who are 
proud of their records and 
will offer the names of local 
banks and building material 
supply firms as references." 
The good name and repu- 
tation of the contractor is the 
best guarantee that the work, 
he does will measure up to 
the hopes and expectations of 
the property owner, the offi- 
cial stated. However, ho 
said,. faith in the contractor 
offers no legal protection lo 
the property owner, nor is it 
a substitute for sound busi- 
ness practices. For this rea- 
son, he said, persons plan- 
ning home improvements 
should follow these 11) guides 
to securing a reliable con- 
tractor: 

(1) Ask relatives or friends 
to recommend contractors 
with whom they have had 
satisfactory experience. 

(2) Call the local Better 
Business Bureau to deter- 
mine whether any complaints 
have been lodged against 
the contractor. 

(31 Ask the contractor for 
references, including .the 
names of customers- whose 
projects were similar to what 
you have, in mind, Ask. to 
see photographs of these 
jobs or visit one or more of 
them to examine' the work 
for yourself. 

(4) Pay a call at the con- 
tractor's business address to 
sec if he has an office and 
a stake In the community. 

(5> Make sure the contrac- 
tor has public liability insur- 
ance covering injury to oth- 
ers on the work site. 

(6) Obtain any accessary 



pemlt or permits from the 
village or municipal authori- 
ties. Generally, a permit Is 
required to build a garage, to 
make an addition to the 
house or to alter or expand 
electrical wiring or the 
plumbing in the house, 

(7) Require a written con- 
tract, This should state the 
work to be done, price to be 
paid, materials to be used, 
and the dale of completion. 
Materials should be describ- 
ed by type and grade, or 
quality. Substitutions should 
require the owner's consent. 

(8) Make, a down payment 
of nn amount no -larger than 
necessary, to 'show your good 
faith. A small down pay- 
ment protects you, should 
the contractor default, leav- 
ing you with bills, to be paid 
for labor and materials, 

(9) Make further payments 
as' the work. pr6gresses only 
when the contractor shows 
proof that he has paid labor 
and material costs for .work 
already performed.. Workers 
and suppliers can legally re- 
quire payment by the prop- 
erty owner if they are not 
paid by the contractor. If 
the work Is extensive, ar- 
range with a bank, mortgage 
company *or other financial 
institution to handle pay 
ments will be 
contractor only 
provided such 
vouchers, 

(I0i Finally, 
a contractor simply on. the 
basis' of a low bid. .Consider 
all of his qualifications. A 
low-bid _ niay_rep resent jni 
underestimate of the actual 
costs of doing the right job 
for you. v

SUSPECT MUST BE 
ADVISED OF RIGHTS 

Police who seek lo obtain 
a confession to a crime must 
first advise the suspected 
person of his Constitutional 
rights before any confession 
he makes can be considered 
valid under the law. 

According to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, before 
a valid confession can be 
made, the person must be ad- 
vised that: 

l>. He lias a Constitutional 
right to. remain silent . 

2) Anything lie docs say 
may be held against him. 

3) He .has the right to 
legal council and that if he 
cannot afford such counsel, 
it will be provided him. 

4) If he chooses, he may 
have his attorney present 
during any interrogation. 

The transcript of any con- 
fession must show that the 
person who made it was ad- 
vised of all of his rights and 
understood them. In partic- 
ular? if. the person confesses 
without benefit of legal coun- 
sel, his statement must show 
that he was advised of his 
right to counsel and know- 
ingly waived his r'ghl. . 
. The warnings now being 
given by police reflect a de- 
cision of the U. S. Supreme 
Court in a case which orig- 
inated in Illinois, that of Dan- 
ny-Escobedo, who was con- 
victed of murder. His con- 
viction .was reversed and 
Escobedo was freed because 
the Supreme Court ruled he 
had made a confession with- 
out first being advised of his 
Constitutional right to legal 
counsel. The high court said 
this right extended to the 
moment of suspicion and in- 
terrogation as well as to the 
appearance of the accused in 
a court. 

■ Again, in freeing an Ari- 
zona man, Ernesto' Mirando, 
of a rape conviction, the 
Court stated that a suspect 
must be immediately and ex- 
plicitly warned of his right 
to silence and to free coun- 
sel,

cision, police could end fre- 
quently did obtain confes- 
sions w'ilhoul first 'warning 
tlic suspected person of his 
rights. In some cases, these 
confessions were admitted 
in court as evidence of guilt, 
even though they were 
known to have, been obtain- 
ed under conditions that in- 
cluded prolonged : question- 
ing and coaxing. 

, The decisions in Ihcse two 
cases, since they came from 
the' nation's highest court, 
arc now the law in alt GO 
states.

Also, it. Is against the law 
for anyone to carry conceal- 
ed In or about his person, or 
In a vehicle, any pistol, revol- 
ver or other firearms, ex- 
cept on one's own ''land, in 
his own home or fixed place 
of business. However, ac- 
cording to the Illinois State 
Bar Association,- conviction 
on chargesof carrying a con- 
cealed weapon Is sometimes 
difficult to obtain. Courts 
must decide what constitutes 
concealment and also mUBt 
consider , the constitutional 
right to bijar arms! 

The second amendment to 
the United States Constitu- 
tion states; "A well regulated 
militia being necessary to 
the security of a free state, 
the right of the pcdplc to 
keep and .bear arms shall 
■not be infringed." 

Illinois law also prohibits 
the sale or gift of any fire- 
arm df a size which may be 
concealed upon the person to 
any person under 18 years 
of age. Under this law, any 
one who sells or gives a pis- 
tol, revolver or similar fire- 
arm to a minor is subject to 
a flue not to exceed $500 or 
imprisonment not, to exceed 
one year, or both. 

Persons lo whom the sale 
of any firearm is prohibited 
by Illlinois law include any 
narcotics addict and any per- 
son wh o lias been convicted 
of a felony under ihc-laws of 
Illinois or other states or jur- 
isdictions within five years 
of the release of that person 
from prison or within five 
years of conviction if neni- 
tentiary sentence has not 
been imposed.

The annual report on steel 
highway safety barriers compiled 
by Steet Products News Hiirciiti 
of American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute said the fatality reducltdni 
ranged from 30 lo almost 90 

Eer.cent on some of the nut Eon's 
usiest expressways. 

Steel rail guards enjoyed its 
greatest period of growth on 
state' highways, toll roads nnd 
even Interstate highways in the 
12-month period from July 1, 
1965 through June 30. 1966. 

Following are notable exam- 
ples of safety records produced 
nfter guard rails .were erected; 

The Pennsylvania Turnpike, 

Cioncer of limited access super- 
Sghways, enjoyed the safest year 
In its quarter century of opera- 
tion in 1965, the fir.it futl year 
nfter it compiclcd a 359-rmllc steel 
median barrier extending from 
the Ohio to New Jersey stale 
lines In 196Z, when construction 
of the safety barrier began, the 
Pilie*s~fatalHy"ra'te - per-mil!ion- 
vehidc miles was 3.7. In 1965 
it find dropped about 60 per cent 
to the record low of 1,5. 

The. most spectacular drop in 
fatality rates occurred on the 



Cross County Parkway In West- •■. 
Chester County north of New- 
York City. In 1958, prior to tho 
construction of its median rail it 
experienced a fatality rate of 14. 
In 1965 this was reduced 90 per 
cent to 1,5. Cross County's sister • 
highway, the Hutchinson- River 
Parkway, dropped from 2,9 In 
I960 before guard mil. to .8 in . 
1965,' a reduction of 72 per cent' 
after guard rail. 

STATISTICAL PROOF 

The-Mill Creek Expressway fa 
Cincinnati dropped 53 per cent 
from 1,5 in 1964 before guard 
mil to .71 in 1965 after con- 
struction of its barrier. Louis- 
villc'sWattcrson Expressway had . 
29 fatalities from 1958 through 
1964 when it installed a median 
mil. In 1965 it experienced only 
two fatalities. 

The Jersey Turnpike, first in 
the U.S. to 'erect a steel barrier 
down most of its 131-mile length, 
experienced 48 cross-over head- 
on collision fatulilics from its 
opening in 1952 through 1960 
'when it erected- its hiirricr. Since 
-thenonly-thrce-persons.haYeJost_ 
their lives in cross-over head-on 
collisions, wilh ■ none in 1965 
when iis fatsilily r;ifc had dropped 
43 per- cent 'to 1,6 from a 1955 
bcforc-guard-rnil rate of 2.8.

-CAUSES OF FAINTING 
"I think Pin going 
fninl!" 

A familiar phrase, isn't. It? 
And indued, the person who 
says" it ;ofteh does fninl, 
Fainting may die •brouuhl on 
by any one of several causes. 
Pain— sudden, intense and 
unexplained palp. \ 

'Injury— particularly ritKin- 
juryvinvolviiif* eslensive tis- 
sue damage or loss of hloouv 
E x I r e m e~ leinpernlur'e 
changes — some people who 
are allergic to eold, for ex- 
ample, may fninl al'ler swim- 
ming in very cold water. 

Exhaustion — athletes some- 
limes faint aricr violent ex- 
ertion, 

I lysteria — most commonly 
found in women. • 

Fear — a person ' is .faced 
Willi actual, tlirealeno.d or 
imagined injury. 
Fear is the most common 

cause or laiTitiiig; It — hr 

largely psychological and, 
surprisingly, experienced by 
more men llian women. 

While men find il more 
difficult to admit fear, their 
circulatory systems acknowl- 
edge' their Tright by increas- 
ing the flow of blood in I lie 
muscles — in preparation for 
Hight from fear. 

When a man does not flee, 
the increased supply of blood 
can't be worked, off through 
increased activity. Conse- 
quently. the 1 eireulalory sys- 
tem is disturbed, tiie flow 
of blood to the brain is re- 
duced, and fainting results, 

The hysterical lain I is also 
primarily psychological . in 
nature and usually has a sym- 
bolic meaning for individ- 
uals. . It is usually not ac- 
companied by any obvious 
anxiety. 

Frequent fainting oflon- 
iudicalcs a basic underlying 
physical or psychological dis- 
turbance which deserves 
medical attention. 

Treatment of patients who 
faint from fear or hysteria* Is 
simple— if there is no evi- 
dence or injury or hemorr- 
hage. The patient should he 
placed on bis hack or — if 
this is impossible— ;in a sit- 
ting position with his head 
between his knees. 

Exercising tlie patient's 
legs — again if there is no ob- 
vious injury — will help him 
recover while he is still lying 
down. 'When he recovers, 
he should move about until 
his circulation returns to 
normal.. 

A physician should be call- 
ed if ihe.se methods fail, or 
if the patient faints again 
as soon as he stands up.
